Limitations

distance, or online programs.

o A maximum of 25o/o ol credits may also be obtained in alternative medicine, providing
that the programs are RACE-approved Medical.

o RAOE-approved Non-Medical programs are not approved to meet CE requirements
unless they specifically fulfil opioid or ethics requirements.
